the camp authorities do not take proper measures to prevent outbreaks of violence 
and ensure justice to all inmates. Steps have been taken via C _U to remedy 
the above situation.

On the 10th of June contact JICOCK passed on a complete list of move- 
wwmt.* of refujjeee to and from the camp together with their reason for so doing* 
Also transmitted by AIC0GK was as ouch information as he was able to obtain 

on Muco 2enel (Cease) who has been recommended by Malament as his representative 
at Lsvrion and on Tahir Zeraj AIC0CK also submitted a list of the Malament 
supporters in Lavrion. All of the above information has been translated by 
Daytopher and given to C j 

5. Some of the pending assignments for AICOCS Include interrogation of 
refugees to determine some of the ways in which peasants can resist the regime , 
and gathering of information for use. 

6. AICOCS also notified CL that his immigration guarantee papers 

have arrived from Canada and that ne copes to leave for that country this year.
